Fifteen successful members of the Salem 


Charter Commission are awaiting only their 


official certification of election from the 


County Election Board before tackling the as­ 


signment for which they v olunteered. 


The 15 are the v oters’ choice of a commis- 


sion which, in the months ahead, will write 
a charter form of gov ernment for Salem. 
The ty pe of charter recommended will come 
after serious study of the city 's present 
sy stem of gov ernment and methods of im­ 
prov ing it. 
The charter istelf will not be v oted on 
until the general election a y ear from now 
and all citizens will receiv e a copy of the 


draft at least a month before that date— 
Nov . 14, 1961. 
Members of the Commission are to be con­ 
gratulated on their election and 11 other 
unsuccessful candidates are to be commended 
for their interest. 
It was unfortunate that 
sev eral outsiders tried v ainly to influence 
the selection of a non-partisan commission 
by last-minute promotion, a stupid act that 
might hav e jeopardized the program that 
is designed to help the community 's progress, 
not hinder it. Actually , the “ stunt” back­ 
fired. 
The Charter Commission is performing 
an important civ ic duty . They hav e ouf 
wholehearted support. 


T h e Ch in ese Really Mean It 


There hav e been 10 y ears to think things 


ov er since the Communist Chimise poured 


into tne Korean War, to the dismay of the 


United States, which bore the brunt of the 


fighting for the United Nations. 


To this day it is impossible to see how a 
failure of communcation with such disastrous 
consequences could hav e been av erted in 1950. 
ev en more frightening than what happened 
then is the prospect it might happen again. 


United Nations forces had paused at the 
38th parallel in September 19 50. It was agreed 
by top United Nations officials that Gen. Mac- 
Arthur had authority to arder a crossing, 
but the point was indecisiv e. 
South Korean troops under Gen. MacAr- 
thur’s command crossed the 38th parallel on 
Oct. 1. On Oct. 7 , the U.N. General As­ 
sembly v oted 47 -5 with sev en abstentions to 
authorize the crossing. On the same day , the 
Army First Cav alry crossed the line. 
That was a ‘‘crossing of the Rubicon,” 
but the fact was not known until a month 
later when Gen. Mac Arthur notified the Unit- 
tod Nations that a “ new foe” had appeared in 


North Korea some 60.000 Chinese Communists 
with another 60,000 estimated to be on their 
way to Korea from Manchuria. 
The climactic blow was struck on Nov . 28 
when a Chinese counterattack nearly doomed 
the Allied ex pedition in Korea and depriv ed 
the United Nations forces of any chance to 
score a real v ictory . What happened? 
It is now historic fact that India’s ambas­ 
sador ir. Peiping sent New Delhi full reports 
that Communist China would regard a cross­ 
ing of th e 38th parallel as a hostile act threat­ 
ening its security and would not tolerate it. 
Th is information was transmitted to the Uni* 
ted States and Great Britain. Ye, it was not 
taken seriously . By J anuary , the Allied troops 
were pushed back bey ond Seoul. There had 
been more than a defeat; there had been 
a rout. 
When it was too late, ev ery body knew the 
Chinese really meant it when they said a 
crossing of the 38th parallel would be re­ 
garded as a hostile and threatening act. 
But at the time, no one ev en knew there 
had been an edict to that effect relay ed to 
the United States by New Delhi.

earth, ex cepting, perhaps, that of 
the prime minister of the Sov iet 
Union. 
The dizzy ing hopping from place 
to place by air by the candidates 
inv olv es such hazards that only the 
grace of luck has spared one or 
the other, or ev en both, a fatal 
crash. 
To meet an engagement in Bos­ 
ton, Nix on flew into an airport 
which had been closed because of 
dense fog. 
On another occasion, the Nix on 
plane made an instrument landing 
at Casper, Wy o., in a snowstorm 
which cov ered the ground to the 
depth of sev en inches. 
The flight to Alaska in Nov em­ 
ber weather was nothing less than 
a stunt. 
If one candidate had been killed 
in the course of these perils and 
ex ertions, the choice of the v oters 
would hav e narrowed to one. For 
despite prov ision for a substitu­ 
tion, v oters would hav e had little 
option ex cept to v ote for the one 
they knew best. 


THIS SORT of campaign pro­ 
v ides less education than that con­ 
ducted by William McKinley , who 
l mited his campaigning to his own 
front porch. 
That was a campaign in which 
William J ennings Bry an trav eled 
more miles and receiv ed relativ ely 
few more 
v otes 
than 
preceding 
Democratic candidates who mov ed 
sparingly and talked v ery little. 
Since the pace of the campaign­ 
ing during 
the 
past 
six 
weeks 
called for sev eral speeches by each 
candidate each day , no newspaper 
could reflect in any detail what 
they were say ing. Toward the end, 
both candidates were incessantly 
repeating themselv es. 
Speeches deliv ered in the midst 
of howling mobs in Chicago, Los 
Angeles, and New York were re­ 
duced to a few short sentences 
and gestures. Stev enson in 19 56 and 
Nix on to a limited degree this y ear 
tried to fill in the gaps with pa­ 
pers on specific subjects. 
In the turmoil, these were read 
by a relativ ely few. And so an 
uninformed electorate has gone to 
the polls to v ote for two complete­ 
ly wornout candidates. Considering 
what the candidates went through, 
they are lucky to be aliv e. 


A top av iser of President-elect 
Kennedy , asked after the v ote was 
in whether it will be Adlai Stev en­ 
son or Chester Bowles who will be 
our nex t secretary of state, said 
v ery 
firmly , 
“ Neither 
one 
of 
them.” 
Who then? The 
answer was; 
“ If I was betting it would be for 
Sen. J . William Fulbright of Ark­ 
ansas.” 
The prophesy at this stage is pre­ 
carious but a canv as of the possi­ 
bilities in light 
of 
the 
current 
election definitely fav ors Fulbright. 
First and foremost, Sen. 
Ken­ 
nedy 's suggestion that, if elected, 
he might mov e to eliminate the 
long-time southern domination of 
the Democratic majority in Con­ 
gress, clearly is out. 
Based on returns for both the 
Senate and House, the South more 
than ev er is in the saddle. 
Certainly Sen. Kennedy cannot 
hope to achiev e a 
majority 
in 
either legislativ e branch without a 
large share of dix iecrat congres­ 
sional members on his side. 
This means that he 
somehow 
must make a major effort to win 
southern Democrats back into the 
regular fold. 
Far from predicting that Ken­ 
nedy would allocate management 
of the whole range of foreign rela­ 
tions as a dev ice for promoting in- 
tra-Democratic 
u n i t y , 
benefits 
from 
such 
a 
mov e 
are 
self- 
ev ident. 


CONSTANT EMPHASIS during 
the campaign on the idea that the 
choice for a Democratic secretary 
of state lay betwen Stev enson nd 
Eowles 
long 
since 
has 
b e e n 
twigged as an embarrassment to 
Kennedy , on the ground that he 
was increasingly disenchanted with 
bo:h of them. 
Bowles almost certainly is de­ 
barred by the all but 
univ ersal 
crediction that another Connecti­ 
cut citizen, Gov . Abraham A. Ribi- 
coff, is as good as “ in” for attor­ 
ney -general. 
Himself f r o m 
Massachusetts, 
Sen. Kennedy scarcely 
would in­ 
clude two men f r o m nex t-door- 
neighbor Connecticut among the 
four top jobs in his Cabinet. 
In importance, the four rank as 
follows: secretary of state, secre­ 
tary of the treasury , secretary of 
defense and attorney general. 
As to Stev enson, there are v ari­ 
ous reasons why he will not be 
chosen, one of the least of them 
that selection of him would con­ 
stitute a gross rebuff to Bowles, 


who abandoned his attempt for re- 
election to Congress to act as Ken­ 
nedy ’s chief foreign policy adv iser. 
There are 
other 
grounds 
for 
conjecture that Stev enson’s stock 
in the Kennedy appointment mar­ 
ket has sunk. 
Arriv ing back from 
a 
foreign 
tour last April, 
Stev enson 
was 
met in New York by Sen. Kennedy 
with a plea for support. 
Kennedy asked especially that 
Stev enson (1) disclaim any part in 
a collectiv e stop - Kennedy mov e 
ment, and, (2) that he denounce 
injection of religion as a campaign 
issue. 
Stev enson 
obliged 
both 
way s, 
thereby leading observ ers to be­ 
liev e that he was drifting toward 
the Kennedy camp. But thereafter 
Stev enson d i v e r t e d more and 
more, climax ing his activ ities by 
his projection as a sy mbol of the 
“ egghead” opposition to Kennedy 
v ery much in ev idence at the nom­ 
inating conv ention in Los Angeles. 


SINCE T H E N Stev enson has 
giv en 
v igorous 
serv ice 
to 
the 
Kennedy cause but, as most Demo 
cratic politicians profess, without 
changing a single v ote. 
The crowning incident was an 
ov erwhelming 
swing 
of 
Stev en­ 
son’s downstate Illinois into the 
Nix on column. 
In contrast Sen. Fulbright has 
gone to bat for Kennedy again and 
again ov er the past few months, 
at great danger to his own politi­ 
cal future. 
J ust as Kennedy was under hot 
attack for say ing President Eisen­ 
hower might well hav e apologized 
to Nikita Khrushchev 
for 
th e 
smashup at 
P a r i s , Fulbright’s 
committee issued a politically di­ 
v ided report, critical of 
admini­ 
stration handling of the U2 spy - 
plane incident. 
The committtee majority con­ 
demned permission for the flight 
right on the ev e of the Paris meet­ 
ing and condemned President Ei- 
senhowe ’r for the statement that 
he. personally , had giv en adv ance 
approv al to the v enture. 
More important, perhaps, Sen. 
Fulbright had been heart and cen­ 
ter of the late-campaign claims by 
Sen. Kennedy that Eisenhower’s 
own 
U.S. 
Information 
Serv ice 
“ suppressed” polls among foreign 
p e o p l e s , indicating that U.S. 
“ prestige” is on ‘he decline. 
Only Sen. Fulbright, among the 
Democrats, was in a position to 
dsiclose such findings in defiance 
of 
an 
Eisenhower 
o r d e r 
for 
secrecy .

There is no lim it in state law for 
com m ittee ex penditures, although 
they m ust be reported. Open to 
public inspection, the reports must 
be kept on file at least two y ears.
